Obama Faces Gun-Control Fight 


President to launch 
plan, skirt Congress 
on some measures 

Washington 

President Barack Obama is launch- 
ing the nation’s most sweeping effort 
to curb gun violence in two decades, 
setting up a legislative fight with a 
deeply divided Congress that even 
some of his staunchest allies expect 
to fall short of its goals. 

The broad package Obama will 
announce Wednesday, a little more 
than a month after the Newtown, 
Conn., school shootings, is expected 
to include more than a dozen steps 
the president can take on his own 
through executive action. Those 
measures will provide a pathway 
for skirting opposing lawmakers, 
but they will be limited in scope, 
and in some cases, focused simply 
on enforcing existing laws. 

The proposals, based on rec- 
ommendations from Vice Presi- 
dent Joe Biden, will require con- 
gressional approval and include a 
ban on military-style assault weap- 
ons and high-capacity ammunition

magazines along with a require- 
ment for universal background 
checks on gun buyers. But some 
gun-control advocates worry that 
opposition from Republicans and 
conservative Democrats, as well as 
the National Rifle Association, will 
be too great to overcome. 

“We’re not going to get an out- 
right ban,” Rep. Carolyn McCar- 
thy, D-N.Y., said of limits on assault 


weapons. Still, McCarthy, a leading 
voice in favor of gun control, said 
she would keep pushing for one. 

White House officials have 
emphasized that no single measure 
would solve a scourge of gun vio- 
lence across the country. But with- 
out such a ban, or other Congress- 
approved measures, it’s unclear 
whether executive actions alone 
can make any noticeable difference. 


Meanwhile ... 

New York's Assembly on Tues- 
day easily passed the toughest gun- 
control law in the nation and the first 
since the Newtown, Conn., school 
shootings, calling for a tougher as- 
sault weapons ban and provisions to 
try to keep guns out of the hands of 
the mentally ill who make threats. 

Gov. Andrew Cuomo pushed hard for 
the bill, which passed the Senate on 
Monday night, and signed the mea- 
sure into law Tuesday. The measure 
also calls for restrictions on ammuni- 
tion and the sale of guns, (ap) 

Meanwhile, less than 10 miles 
from Sandy Hook Elementary 
School, activists gathered Tuesday 
at a Walmart in Danbury, Conn., 
to deliver a petition with nearly 
300,000 signatures to ask store 
officials to stop selling rifles simi- 
lar to the semi-automatic Bushmas- 
ter used in the Newtown shooting. 

“The time is now,” said Lori 
Haas, a protester whose daughter 
Emily was wounded in the April 
2007 Virginia Tech shootings.

Supporters of $50.7 billion in relief 
to victims of Superstorm Sandy easi- 
ly won an early test in the House and 
pushed for passage Tuesday night 
as Republican leaders struggled to 
close out an episode that exposed 
painful party divisions inside Con- 
gress and out.

France Expands Support for Mali 


Officials will triple 
forces in fight against 
Islamist extremists 

Bamako, Mali 

After a punishing bombing cam- 
paign failed to stop the southward 
advance of al- Qaeda-linked fight- 
ers, France announced Tuesday 
that it is tripling the number of 
troops deployed to Mali, strongly 
suggesting that French forces are 
preparing for a land assault to dis- 
lodge the extremists. 

France was increasing the num- 
ber of soldiers in Mali to 2,500 from 
800, a French official said. The 
move reverses months of rhetoric 
in which France had said it would 


provide support for a military inter- 
vention but insisted it would need 
to be led by African troops. 

France plunged into the conflict 
last week, authorizing airstrikes 
after extremists began an aggres- 
sive push southward. The rebels 
extended their reach Monday. 

The military chiefs of the 
nations neighboring Mali met in 
Bamako on Tuesday, but it has 
become increasingly apparent that 
France will be leading the effort. 

French President Francois Hol- 
lande told RFI radio early Tuesday 
that he thought they would succeed 
in ousting the extremists in a week, 
but by the afternoon, he outlined a 
far longer-term commitment: “We 
have one objective: To make sure 
when we leave, when we end this

Metro Blamed for Lack of App Info 


Developers say weak 
information creates 
tech limitations 

Washington 

Developers of transit apps for 
smartphones say Metro unneces- 
sarily limits the data it provides, 
and when the transit agency does 
provide information, it is often 
sloppy and inaccurate. 

Their concerns came to light 
after the popular app NextBus DC 
suddenly stopped working late last 
month because of a contract dis- 
pute involving the creator of the 
technology behind the app and 


the company that now controls 
that technology. 

The developers of NextBus DC 
said they are reworking their app 
and plan to relaunch in the com- 
ing weeks. 

The outage led about 7,000 D.C. 
area commuters to email the apps 
maker with complaints, a sign of 
how many riders have come to rely 
on technology to make their trips 
more efficient and predictable. 

The frustration comes as Metro 
has experienced declining ridership 
as it tries to rebuild its aging sys- 
tem, conducting major track work 
nearly every weekend. 

But app developers said the 
troubles with Metro’s data go 


Different Method 

Even though many Large transit 
agencies allow NextBus Inc. to 
provide a direct feed of their cus- 
tomized bus-arrival data to third- 
party developers, Metro does 
not. Instead, Metro puts the in- 
formation on its website, where 
developers retrieve it. (twp) 


beyond the contract dispute 
between Ken Schmier, who cre- 
ated the tracking technology used 
in the NextBus apps, and NextBus 
Inc., the Emeryville, Calif., com- 
pany Schmier helped found and 
has since left. 

When developers have raised 


their complaints to Metro in online 
forums, they’ve gotten little or no 
response, they say. They point to 
mistakes in the data that were 
brought up years ago and have yet 
to be fixed. 

In an interview Tuesday, Metro 
spokesman Dan Stessel defended 
the agency’s efforts to encourage 
app development. He said Metro 
does not make the NextBus data 
directly available to app develop- 
ers because “we’re trying not to 
get locked into one vendor because 
then you’re locked into just that 
one.” He said there aren’t problems 
with its data and that developers 
who said there are are “mistaken.”

Obama to Use Taxation’ 


Presidential limos 
will showcase D.C.’s 
lack of voting rights 

Washington 

President Barack Obama has decid- 
ed that the District’s “taxation with- 
out representation” license plates 
will be placed on all presidential lim- 
ousines starting this weekend, the 
White House announced Tuesday. 

In a statement, White House 
officials said Obama will use the 
District’s symbolic license plate 
because he’s seen “first-hand how 
patently unfair it is for working 
families in D.C. to work hard, raise 


children and pay taxes, without 
having a vote in Congress. 

“Attaching these plates to the 
presidential vehicles demonstrates 
the President’s commitment to the 
principle of full representation for 
the people of the District of Colum- 
bia and his willingness to fight for 
voting rights. Home Rule and bud- 
get autonomy for the District,” the 
statement said, which noted Obama 
has now lived in the District for 
four years. 

The White House decision 
comes one week after the D.C. 
Council unanimously passed a 
resolution calling on Obama to 
use the plates. 

The council noted that former

18 Charged In 
3-State Drug 
Trafficking Ring 

Baltimore 

Federal prosecutors say 18 people 
have been charged in a drug traf- 
ficking operation that spanned 
three states and transported hun- 
dreds of pounds of marijuana.

In four years, presidents can age a decade, sometimes two. 

They turn gray, their faees sag, their voices grow huskier. Whatever sense of control they felt on that first 
January morning when the crowds’ hopes carried them down Pennsylvania Avenue, quickly runs up 
against a cold fact: The world stops for no president. As President Barack Obama prepares to shoulder 
what’s ahead, we look back on 10 trials and changes in his first term, in no particular order. 


I The Economic Crisis 

The 2008 collapse hurt everyone. Then things got 
weird. In the months after Obama took office, the 
nation was dealt a body blow: stocks plummeted, foreclosures 
mounted, factories closed, jobs evaporated. But even as 
profits rebounded and stocks proved resilient, unemployment 
remained high. Basements filled with 20-somethings who had 
neither careers nor trajectories, the nation’s birthrate dropped 
to a record low, Europe’s woes provided a warning. Meanwhile, 
the rich were doing better than they had pre-collapse. 

2 The Wars in Iraq and Afghanistan 

President George W. Bush called it part of a war that 
might never end, a war not against a country, but 
against terrorism. For the nine years of the “war in Iraq,” 
debate raged over what would constitute a win. Obama 
campaigned on a promise to end that war and win the one 
in Afghanistan. When we finally declared the end to fighting 
in Iraq, we had neither ended terrorism nor created a vibrant 
democracy. Then, Obama doubled down on Afghanistan, 
where we lost thousands of our men and women and spent 
ourselves into unfathomable debt. In the end, though, 
American power and ingenuity finally got Osama bin Laden. 


3 Gay Marriage 

It was the biggest shift in social 
attitudes since the civil rights 
movement. But this revolution of private 
persuasion occurred at home, in kitchens 
and living rooms. By the time laws and votes 
started piling up, the change was pretty 
much done. When Obama announced what 
most people had long assumed — that he 
supported the right of men to marry men 
and women to marry women — there was 
little shock. 


4 Natural Disasters 

Storms with the names of 
sirens, Sandy and Irene, altered 
coastlines. Tornado outbreaks destroyed 
towns. A tsunami ravaged Japan. A quake 
jostled Washington. Although bizarre 
weather events don’t prove that the planet 
is warming, experts say climate change 
in the form of warmer sea temperatures 
contributed to the recent megastorms. 


5 The 

Affordable 
Care Act 

The history of economic 
security is a story of slow 
expansion of the minimum 
we think people need to 
get by. Mass marches on 
Washington coupled with 
the Great Depression 
yielded Social Security. 
Three decades later, Lyndon 
Johnson formed Medicare 
and Medicaid. Then 
Obama asked Americans 
to see health care as a basic 
right for all. Obamacare 
aroused horrified visions 
of American socialism, but 
some provisions proved 
popular, such as keeping 
young adults on their 
parents’ policies. 


6 Arab Spring 

Arab Spring demonstrated 
that cellphones and YouTube 
trump truncheons and tanks 
as dictators fell across North 
Africa and in the heart of the Arab 
world: Zine El Abidine Ben Ali in 
Tunisia, Hosni Mubarak in Egypt 
and Moamwmar Gadhafi in Libya 
in 2011. 


7 The Tea Party 

And Occupy 
Wall Street 

American history offers this 
constant: When times get tough, 
the frustrated turn back to the 
principles that got us started. The 
tea party flared, fed by cynicism 
about Washington. Then came 
Occupy Wall Street, cynical about 
corporate powers. But both soon 
began to drift. 


8 Auto Bailout 

Wall Street and the banks 
had received federal support in 
their time of need, so when GM 
and Chrysler started into their 
death spirals in 2009, Obama 
lavished them with billions. Many 
objected, but the automakers 
survived. 


9 Technology 
Changes 

When Steve Jobs introduced the 
iPad in 2010, it seemed to be the 
culmination of his 1983 dream to 
“put an incredibly great computer 
in a book." New gadgets brought 
people together digitally but 
atomized our lives. 


W Gun Violence 

In 2009, a psychiatrist 
was accused of killing 13 and 
injuring 32 on a Texas Army 
base. In 2011, a college dropout 
in Arizona killed six and injured 
13, including U.S. Rep. Gabby 
Giffords. Last year, a gunman 
killed 12 and injured 58 in a 
Colorado movie theater. And last 
month brought Newtown, Conn., 
and the murder of 20 children, 
their teachers and a mom.

A one-time All-Star, Soriano had 
42 saves and a 2.26 ERA for the AL 
East champion New York Yankees 
last year while filling in for injured 


closer Mariano Rivera, who plans to 
return from a knee injury this year. 

Soriano decided in October to 
decline a $14 million option for 
2013, taking a $1.5 million buy- 
out from the Yankees and enter- 
ing free agency instead. 

Washington will lose its first- 
round draft pick in this year’s ama- 
teur draft, while the Yankees will 
gain an extra pick after the first 
round as compensation for los- 
ing Soriano. 

The right-hander signed his old 
contract with the Yankees after 
saving a career-high 45 games for 
Tampa Bay in 2010. Soriano began 
his tenure in New York as a setup 
man, and ended up getting the bulk 
of his work in the seventh inning in 
2011. But he wound up taking over 
as the closer after Rivera was hurt. 

In 11 major league seasons, Sori- 
ano is 15-24 with 132 saves and a 
2.78 ERA with four teams, includ- 
ing the Seattle Mariners and Atlan- 
ta Braves.

Next week, “Archer" gives fans of 
FX's “Justified" another crossover (in 
the form of guest Timothy Olyphant) 
that is much subtler, but, when you 
pick up on it, is even more rewarding.

A Smooth Transition 


Rapper A$AP Rocky 
nails the delicate leap 
from the underground 
to the mainstream 


Album Review 

The move from mixtape to major- 
label album is a tricky one. In hip- 
hop, the risk of releasing an over- 
ly commercial official debut is the 
new sophomore jinx. Some great 
rappers — B.o.B, Wiz Khalifa, Wale, 
Big K.R.I.T — have suffered from the 
label debut yips. Those who man- 
age to escape the curse find them- 
selves in an elite class, and 24-year- 
old Harlem rapper A$AP Rocky has 
joined these esteemed ranks. 

Long.Live. 
A$AP 

A$AP Rocky 

“Long.Live.A$AP” arrives after 
a year of delays, and while it is not a 
magnum opus, it’s not a disappoint- 
ing grab at crossover success, either. 
The opulent beats and incredible 
feats of rhjmie that defined Rocky’s 
critically acclaimed 2011 mixtape 
“Live.Love.A$AP” remain. 

He continues to take flak for put- 




ting production and lyrical deliv- 
ery above all else, a style some say 
isn’t intellectual enough — at 
least not for a rapper from 
New York, one whose 
mother named him for a 
hip-hop legend (he was 
born Rakim Mayers) 
and who, as an adoles- 
cent, watched his father 
go to prison and lost his 


brother to a bullet. 

But the lightness for which 
Rocky is often blasted is what 
helps him nail this release. 
Knotty lyrics about par- 
tying and fashion com- 
bined with psychotro- 
pic production — isn’t 
that what commercial 
hip-hop in this day and 
age is all about? 


Careful listeners will find that 
his music isn’t so much celebratory 
as darkly exultant. From his 
impeccable ear for chilling beats (see 
Clams Casino’s car-ad-on-Quaaludes 
track for “LVL”) to his insistence 
on dropping gun references (even 
on the Skrillex-produced party 
jam “Wild for the Night”), his life 
experience comes through in his art. 

Despite the perception of Rocky 
as favoring fluffier material, there 
is really only one moment of pure 
mindlessness on “Long.Live.A$AP.”

“Fashion Killa,” an appreciation of 
ladies’ clothing, seems like Rocky’s 
attempt to nab a performer slot at 
a Victoria’s Secret show: “Her atti- 
tude Rihanna, she get it from her 
mama/She jiggy like Madonna, but 
she trippy like Nirvana,” Rocky raps.

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Fend Off Jet Lag 



Better prepare for the 
sleep-deprived misery 
of crossing time zones 

Advice 

Anyone who has crossed multiple 
time zones knows the misery of jet 
lag. You’re tired when you need to 
be alert, you can’t sleep when you’re 
supposed to, and your gastrointes- 
tinal system feels out of whack. 

The symptoms of jet lag result 
from two things: the sleep depri- 
vation and fatigue that come with 
long stints in a cramped seat, and 
the misalignment of your body 
clock with the local time zone, 
says physician Vivek Jain, medi- 
cal director of the George Wash- 
ington University Hospital Cen- 
ter for Sleep Disorders. 

Jet lag’s severity depends on 
several factors, the most obvious 
being how many time zones you 
crossed. But which direction you 
traveled matters, too — going east 
produces the worse jet lag. 

Your body clock has an innate 
tendency to run slightly longer 
than 24 hours, Jain says. Each 
morning, your body compensates 
for this slight discrepancy by con- 
tracting your internal clock to syn- 
chronize with the 24-hour sun 


Getting Back In Sync 

You can’t really prevent jet lag, 
but you can make it easier to bear: 

» Keep hydrated to avoid 
headaches and lightheadedness, 
and stay away from alcohol on the 
plane. Alcohol interferes with sleep. 
w Rest up the night before you 
go, and book a daytime flight if you 
can. Red-eye flights compound jet 
lag by heaping sleep deprivation on 
top of your body-clock problems. 
w Move your bedtime. The 
American Academy of Sleep Medicine 
recommends shifting your sleep 
schedule an hour earlier each night, 
starting three days before, (twp) 


cycle. When you travel west, you 
gain several hours, so your day is 
extended and your body gets the 
extra time it naturally wants. But 
when you travel east, your day is 
shortened; that makes it harder 
to adjust, Jain says, because your 
body has to cut its natural cycle 
even further. 

If you’re heading east, aim 
for an evening arrival. “You can 
do some work on the plane; then 
when you arrive, you’re tired from 
the travel and you can have a quick 
dinner [at the new dinnertime] and 
be ready to sleep,” Jain says. All of 
that helps you align with the new 
time schedule.
